SUMMARY 

The Department of Labor, Licensing and Regulation, through its Division of Employment and Training, 
administers unemployment insurance and employment service programs for the citizens of Maryland. The 
Department provides these services in field offices throughout the State. Funding for these services and 
related capital improvements derives from fees levied on late payments of unemployment insurance 
premiums. The Department's capital improvement program focuses on providing telephone call-in centers by 
converting and consolidating the Division's field offices from leased space into six State-owned facilities. To 
date, new offices have been constructed in College Park, Cumberland, southwest Baltimore City, Towson, and 
Waldorf. The five-year capital improvement program includes funds for the construction of the last of these 
offices in Salisbury on the Eastern Shore.
